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DETAILED ACTION 



In response to the amendment filed 6/28/2004, claims 32, 42, 46, 47, 49, 50, and 52 are 
amended. Claims 32 and 34-53 are pending and allowable. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: 

There is not taught or disclosed in the prior art a method of producing a semiconductor 
device including the particular grooves having the particular inclined surfaces as claimed and 
further including positioning a lens in the first groove and protruding into the second groove.
